REPORT 


OF 


THE    BOARD   OF    MANAGERS. 


The  Managers  of  The  Children's  Hospital  present 
their  report  of  the  forty-second  year  of  the  Corpora- 
tion's existence. 

Early  last  year  an  urgent  appeal  was  made  for 
funds  for  the  new  buildings  upon  the  land  on  Long- 
wood  Avenue  bought  of  Harvard  College,  with  the 
result  that  this  fund  is  now  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
starting  of  the  work,  although  we  have  not  enough 
money  to  build  as  large  a  Hospital  as  we  desire  and  as 
is  needed.  A  committee  of  the  Managers  has  been 
in  conference  with  the  staff  and  the  architects,  and  the 
plans  are  nearly  ready,  and  it  is  believed  that  work  can 
be  begun  in  the  spring.  We  trust  that  we  shall  receive 
additions  to  the  building  fund  to  enable  us  to  provide 
accommodations  sorely  needed,  but  which  we  must  do 
without,  unless  that  fund  is  substantially  increased. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  greater  in  the  new 
quarters,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  all  friends  of 
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the  Hospital  will  bear  this  in  mind  and  continue  their 
generous  gifts,  of  which  we  shall  be  greatly  in  need. 

The  year  has  seen  the  usual  activity  in  the  treat- 
ment of  patients  and  the  steady  growth  of  the  useful- 
ness of  the  institution.  There  were  sixty-one  more 
patients  admitted  to  the  wards  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  fifty-three  more  operations.  The 
Out-patient  Department  also  continues  to  grow  in 
the  number  of  patients  treated. 

The  Out-door  Relief  Department  was  reorganized 
during  the  year  and  named  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment. Cases  are  referred  to  this  department  to  be 
cared  for  at  their  homes  by'  a  specially  trained  nurse 
who  with  two  pupil  assistants  carefully  follows  them 
up,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  the  directions  of  the 
physicians  are  understood  and  carried  out.  The 
number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  has  been  2,272 
and  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  School  of  Nursing  continues  its  excellent  work, 
and  our  graduates  are  in  great  demand  to  fill  impor- 
tant and  responsible  positions  in  hospitals  and  other 
institutions.  During  the  year  applications  have  been 
made  to  us  to  fill  forty-seven  such  places. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Herbert  L.  Burrell,  the  Hospital 
has  lost  a  very  valuable  member  of  the  staff  who  has 
for  years  had  charge  of  the  department  of  general 
surgery.  Besides  his  professional  skill,  his  adminis- 
trative ability  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  hospital 
affairs.  We  have  to  report  also  with  great  regret  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Buckingham  who  has  been  a 
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member  of  the  medical  staff  for  fourteen  years  and 
has  served  us  with  fidelity  and  ability.  He  has  been 
made  a  member  of  the  Consulting  Board. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Oliver  W.  Peabody  we  have 
been  deprived  of  an  early  and  devoted  friend.  Inspir- 
ing to  all  who  came  in  contact  with  her,  she  has  been 
unfailing  in  her  interest  and  assistance,  and  we  greatly 
mourn  her  loss.

INCLUDING  VISITING   NURSE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Social  Service  Department  respectfully  presents  the  following 
report. 

The  old  Out-Door  Relief  Department,  which  existed  from  1894 
to  1907,  was  temporarily  changed  in  1907  and  renamed  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Department.  During  this  time  attempt  was  made  to  follow 
more  closely  ambulatory  cases  and  their  home  treatment.  Such 
cases  were  largely  taken  from  the  Orthopedic  Clinic,  and  through 
the  visiting  nurse  were  more  thoroughly  kept  in  touch  with  the 
surgeon.  From  this  arose  the  general  feeling  amongst  our  physicians 
and  surgeons  for  closer  touch  with  their  patients  and  parents.  This 
was  almost  synchronal  with  the  growth  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment at  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  This  feeling  finally 
led  to  the  formation  of  a  committee,  early  in  1910,  consisting  of  a 
representative  of  the  Trustees,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
and  certain  physicians  who  were  asked  to  make  as  complete  a  reno- 
vation as  possible  of  all  then-existing  aids  and  departments,  and 
further  to  establish  them  under  a  single  head.  The  following  report 
includes  the  work  of  this  new  department  (Social  Service  Depart- 
ment), established  and  first  put  into  commission  on  August  1,  1910.

These  cases  and  their  management  were  under  the  charge  of  a 
graduate  nurse  of  The  Children's  Hospital,  specially  trained  at 
the  Massachusetts  Social  Service  School,  who  with  two  pupil 
assistants  carefully  followed  up  cases  needing  help  and  instruction, 
and  gave  satisfactory  reports  to  our  physicians.  It  may  be  stated 
that  such  a  department  makes  our  Hospital  of  greater  economic  value 
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to  the  community.  Patients  understand  verbal  directions  of  the 
physicians  far  better,  come  less  frequently  to  the  clinic  because  of 
this ;  they  consume  less  time  for  themselves  and  the  Hospital,  and 
ultimately  recover  more  quickly.  We  urge  a  more  thorough  under- 
standing of  our  work  by  all  those  connected  with  the  Hospital,  and 
we  desire  far  more  cases  referred  to  the  Department,  as  a  stimulus 
to  the  workers,  so  that  the  Hospital  may  be  of  more  value  than  it  is 
at  present. 
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THE   SCHOOL  OF   NURSING. 

In  rendering  the  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  School  of  Nursing, 
I  would  state  that  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  last 
year ;  fourteen  students  have  taken  the  course  at  Simmons  College, 
where  they  have  received  excellent  instruction.  The  professors  of 
the  College  have  been  interested  in  adapting  their  courses  to  our 
Hospital  needs.  The  course  on  Bacteriology  has  been  especially 
helpful  in  presenting  fundamental  principles  of  all  modern  opsonic 
and  serum  treatments,  etc.,  and  all  courses  have  been  very  satisfac- 
tory. We  received  over  340  applications  for  entrance  into  the 
School;  26  were  admitted  on  Probation,  13  of  whom  were  accepted 
as  pupils  of  the  School.  Twelve  students  went  as  usual  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  for  their  four  months'  course  on 
adult  nursing,  and  an  unusually  large  number  elected  to  go  to  Corey 
Hill  for  a  three  months'  course.  Out  of  14  nurses  who  graduated, 
8  went  to  Corey  Hill  and  received  valuable  experience  in  private 
nursing,  2  to  the  Boston  Lying-in  for  six  months'  course ;  the  other 
4  Seniors  held  executive  positions  in  our  Hospital  for  six  months. 
One  of  the  most  valuable  courses  of  instruction  now  given  is  that 
on  Anaesthesia ;  each  student  is  given  at  least  two  week's  practical 
experience,  and  if  she  shows  aptitude  for  it,  later  receives  a  thorough 
course  of  instruction  and  two  or  three  months'  practical  experience 
as  Assistant  Anaesthetist,  and  is  examined  by  Dr.  Freeman  Allen. 
We  feel  that  this  course  is  of  great  value  to  our  nurses  in  private 
nursing,  and  institutional  or  school  work  of  any  kind.  A  new  course 
of  lectures  is  now  given  by  Dr.  Robert  M.  Green  on  Obstetrical  work 
and  is  of  especial  value  to  those  students  who  are  not  able  to  take 
the  six  months'  course. 

The  demand  for  Children's  Hospital  graduates  to  fill  institutional 
positions  has  in  the  past  year  greatly  exceeded  the  supply.  Forty- 
seven  positions  of  responsibility  in  Hospitals,  Schools,  Homes  for 
Crippled  Children,  etc.,  have  been  offered,  and  we  have  only  been 
able  to  fill  thirteen  of  them. 

The  School  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  its  friend, 
adviser,  and  examiner,  Dr.  Herbert  L.  Burrell ;  always  strict  and 
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professional,  and  yet  all  the  nurses  felt  that  he  took  a  personal  in- 
terest in  their  education  and  welfare.  The  present  standard  of  the 
School  is  largely  due  to  Dr.  Burrell,  Dr.  Robert  W.  Lovett,  and  Sister 
Caroline,  who  spared  no  time  or  effort  in  organizing  the  School  on  a 
solid  educational  basis.

THE   CONVALESCENT   HOME 

OF 

THE    CHILDREN'S    HOSPITAL, 

WELLESLEY   HILLS. 


The  Managers  of  the  Convalescent  Home  of  The  Children's 
Hospital  submit  to  the  public  their  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Report. 
This  Institution,  formerly  known  as  The  Ladies'  Aid  Association,  was 
started  in  1869,  the  year  of  the  incorporation  of  The  Children's 
Hospital.  In  1874  the  first  Convalescent  Home  was  opened  in  a 
small  house  hired  for  the  purpose  in  Wellesley  with  accommodations 
for  fifteen  patients.  The  Association  was  incorporated  under  its 
present  name  in  1884,  and  in  1892  the  first  Home  was  built  on  the 
site  of  the  present  building.  In  1894  it  was  kept  open  all  the  year 
round  for  the  first  time. 

In  1903  the  Home  was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  a  house  was  hired 
in  Wellesley  Hills  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  temporarily,  and 
the  shack  system,  which  has  proved  so  beneficial,  was  inaugurated. 
In  1905  the  present  building  was  completed  with  accommodations 
for  ninety  patients.  The  beds  are  equally  divided  between  the 
surgical  and  medical  cases,  and  ten  beds  are  usually  kept  vacant  in 
order  to  be  ready  for  sudden  emergencies.  The  cases  treated  range 
from  those  just  recovering  from  acute  attacks  of  illness  or  serious 
operations,  to  those  suffering  from  long  and  exhausting  diseases, 
whose  cure  depends  upon  months  of  careful  nursing  and  attention. 
Number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  902,  with  a  daily 
average  of  61.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  1909  was  663, 
with  a  daily  average  of  63.4. 
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The  patients  are  sent  to  the  Home  from  the  hospital  regularly 
once  a  week  in  a  special  electric  car,  in  charge  of  a  doctor  and 
trained  nurse,  and  the  barge  from  the  Home  meets  them  in  Welles- 
ley  Hills  and  conveys  them  to  their  destination.  Kindergarten 
lessons  five  times  a  week  form  an  important  part  of  the  successful 
treatment  of  the  children,  who  all  love  their  lessons,  and  those  who 
are  strong  enough  crowd  round  the  teacher  in  joyful  anticipation  of  a 
new  game,  song,  or  piece  of  work.  Miss  Bostwick,  the  former 
teacher,  who  has  been  untiring  and  most  successful  in  her  work,  has 
been  obliged  to  leave,  to  the  regret  of  the  Managers,  and  Miss 
Rowen  has  taken  her  place. 

A  nominal  charge  is  made  for  the  care  of  each  patient,  but  no 
case  is  refused  even  when  the  parents  or  guardians  are  unable  to 
pay  anything.  Miss  Davidson  is  most  efficient  as  head  nurse  and 
housekeeper,  and  with  the  help  of  nurses  and  ward- maids,  skillfully 
directs  the  running  of  the  Institution.  The  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret, 
who  are  in  charge  of  the  Hospital,  are  also  superintendents  of  the 
Home,  and  nothing  can  exceed  the  interest  and  intelligent  super- 
vision of  these  devoted  women,  to  whom  the  Managers  offer  their 
grateful  thanks.  The  work  during  the  year  has  been  carried  on 
with  practically  no  changes.  Some  necessary  painting,  new  slates 
on  the  roof,  gutters,  fences,  and  repairs  were  unavoidable,  and  not- 
withstanding the  utmost  care  and  economy  the  usual  excess  of  ex- 
penditure over  income  has  to  be  met,  and  the  managers  will  be 
obliged  later  to  make  their  annual  appeal  for  help.  Beside  the 
work  at  the  Home  the  Managers  supply  all  the  clothing  for  the 
Hospital  patients,  as  well  as  the  bed  and  table  linen,  towels  and 
bandages,  and  the  surgeons'  aprons  and  jackets.  They  meet  once 
a  week  during  the  winter  with  a  corps  of  volunteer  helpers  to  cut 
out  the  above  work,  which  is  given  later  to  poor  women  to  be  fin- 
ished. In  addition  the  Convalescent  Home  provides  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  dinners  and  Christmas  trees  for  Hospital  and  Home, 
and  all  the  boots  and  shoes  and  other  ready-made  articles  for  both 
Institutions.  This  statement  is  made  to  show  the  public  how  the 
money  that  they  have  so  generously  given  in  the  past  is  expended. 

The  experiment  of  Donation  Day  at  the  Home  was  repeated  in 
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November,  and  the  result  was  $244  beside  vegetables,  fruit,  and 
groceries.  A  donation  of  several  thousand  picture  postcards  of  the 
Home  was  made,  in  the  hope  that  the  sale  of  these  might  become  a 
source  of  income. 

A  gift  of  $1,500  for  the  Permanent  Fund  has  been  received,  but 
other  donations  have  fallen  off  during  the  year,  and  as  it  has  become 
necessary  to  draw  upon  the  principal  in  order  to  meet  the  current 
expenses,  that  means  a  diminution  of  the  annual  receipts. 

More  subscribers  are  earnestly  desired  and  no  amount  of  money  is 
too  small  to  be  gratefully  accepted  and  acknowledged.  The  Managers 
cordially  invite  all  those  who  have  not  yet  visited  the  Home,  to  do 
so,  as  they  feel  sure  that  the  pathetic  and  yet  reassuring  sight  of  so 
many  small  sufferers,  all  tenderly  cared  for,  and  the  majority  on 
the  road  to  recovery,  will  be  a  pleasure  to  the  kind  friends  who 
have  contributed  to  their  need.

REGULATIONS   CONCERNING   PATIENTS. 


PATIENTS  between  the  ages  of  two  and  twelve,  suffering  from 
acute  diseases,  medical  or  surgical,  are  received  at  the  Hospital. 
No  patient  is  admitted  whose  case  is  considered  chronic  or  incurable, 
unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
staff,  are  capable  of  being  relieved ;  nor  will  any  one  be  admitted 
having  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  may  be  made  at  the 
Hospital  at  9  a.m.  on  any  day  of  the  week  except  Sunday. 
Recent  cases  of  accident  will  be  received  at  any  hour. 

The  beds  in  the  Hospital  are  free  to  those  who  are  really  poor; 
but  a  moderate  charge  will  be  made  to  such  as  are  able  to  pay 
Patients  from  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  will  be  received  on 
payment  of  not  less  than  seven  dollars  per  week. 

Relatives  may  be  admitted  to  see  patients  on  Sunday,  from 
11  to  12.  No  patient  shall  receive  more  than  one  visitor  at  a  time; 
and  in  all  cases  the  lady  in  charge  may  exercise  her  discretion  as 
to  admitting  or  excluding  visitors.
